The war cam e home with trag­ 
ic reality to Palm Springs this 
week when a w ar departm ent no­ 
tification came to Earl Coffman, 
co-m anager of the Desert Inn, 
that his son, Lt. Owen Coffman, 
had been killed in action over 
Europe on A pril 21. 
The startling suddenness of the 
new s was accentuated by the fact 
th at Lt. C offm an had been in 
England ju st a month and th at 
only last w eek letters came from 
him to friends in Palm Springs, 
cheerful letters, 
buoyant 
w ith 
hope and brim ful of zest and the 
joy of living. 


IN INVASION BLITZ 


Details of th e tragedy w ere 
lacking, only the bare notifica­ 
tion that he had been killed in 
action in th e pre-invasion blitz 
over Nazi-held Europe, was re ­ 
ceived by his fath er here. 
Lt. Coffm an was 24 years of 
age. He was a native son of Palm 
Springs, bom here on Feb. 1, 1920. 
He attended the Village schools 
and graduated from Banning high 
school. From here he w ent to 
Stanford U niversity and m ajored 
in business economics. He was a 
mem ber of 
P hi Gamma D elta 
fraternity there. 


ENLISTS IN ARMY 


A week before graduation w ith 
the class of 1942, he enlisted in 
the army and received his prelim­ 
inary air training at Santa Ana, 
Palm dale and March Field. He 
was given 
his

Yuma, Arizona, air field on A ug­ 
ust 30, 1943. H e was a pilot of a 
Flying Fortress and received a d ­ 
ditional training in the midwest. 
Shortly before going to Eng­ 
land, he visited Palm Springs.

Palm Springs American Legion 
Post this w eek a resolution was 
adopted changing the name of the 
post to the Owen Coffman Post, 
in tribute to the memory of the 
local boy.

of Army Librarian 


“Where They can Go, Good 
Books Can Go” according to a 
working slogan adopted by the 
California L i b r a r y Association 
which is now conducting a “Send 
Your Books to War” campaign in 
an effort to continue a steady 
stream of donated reading m ater­ 
ial to men of the Armed Forces. 


During the month of March 
ambulant patients at Torney 
General Hospital b o r r o w e d 
1,386 books and an additional 
625 were loaned to soldiers con­ 
fined to hospital wards. Total 
attendance for March was 5,458 
and 
total 
b o o k 
circulation 
2,790, according to Miss Reba 
Brown. Post librarian. Books 
most appreciated by soldiers 
axe western fiction, and current 
best sellers, both fiction and 
non-fiction, she said. 


Books donated to the Army 
through the association are pro­ 
cessed by civilian personnel of 
the Army at an average cost of 12 
cents to the government, while 
those purchased with War De­ 
partment funds run considerably 
more than ten times as much ac­ 
cording to Xenophone P. Smith, 
Ninth Service Command Librar­ 
ian. 
The chief libaraian, in empha­ 
sizing the importance of having 
libraries of w ell balanced reading 
material on hand for the soldier, 
pointed out that the Council on 
Books in Wartime recently was 
informed th a t actual research in 
New Guinea revealed that 21 per 
cent of all the men had read a 
book during their leisure time the 
preceeding day.
